‘Major Streets and Highways’ to Be Topic |Menlo Park’s 
At Menlo Park Planners’ Meeting Aug. 4 \Master Plan 


Aim of recommendations in Men- 
lo Park’s proposed master plan re- 
garding streets and highways is “to 
keep through traffic out of residen- 
tial areas,” according to the authors 
of the plan. 


The aim, however, is qualified by 
some important background mater- 
jal: There are 1.26 autos per family 
in Menlo Park and existing public 
transit facilities, insofar as tying 
the city together, “do not adequate- 
ly serve Menlo Park.” 

The plan gives the following spe- 
cific recommendations, as a means 
of dealing with the future’s heavy 
traffic: 

1, That building lines be estab- 
lished to provide widening of Bay- 
shore highway to 250 feet; Willow 
road to 92 fect; Middlefield road 
to 160 feet; Santa Cruz avenue 
west of University drive to 84 
feet. 

2. Calis for acquisition of addi- 
tional right of way to shift the pre- 
sent line of Ravenswood avenue to 
connect directly with Ringwood av-

Willow Rd. Owners 
Group Organizes 
Against Master Plan 


A group of owners of commer“ial- 
ly-zoned proverty facing Willow 
road last week organized to contest 
items in the citv’s proposed master 
plan which would result in the re- 
classification of their land from 
“commercial” to “residential.” 

Vance Brown. owner of two store 
buildings at Willow road and New- 
bridge street, explained the group’s 
position: 

“We are confident that if we can 
present cur side of the matter, 
memters of the planning commis- 
sicn will see the difference be- 
tween what is proposed in the 
master plan and the amount of 
commetcial zoning which can act- 
ually be supported.” 

The group first met last Thursday | 
nieht, Brown reported. About 30

“Plans prepared by the state 
department of highways for Bay- 
shore Freeway development repre- 
sent the most advanced type of 
modern freeway design,” the re- 
pert says. “The proposed Freeway 
will have six laneés, each 12 feet 
wide, a 40-foot planting strip in 
the center, eight-foot parking 
strips and 24-foot aceess roads 
paralleling the freeway.” 

“Although no specific dates have 
been set it seems pcssible that this 
section of Bayshore Freeway could 
be constructed within the next five 
years, depending on the averabiity | 
of funds. 

Turning to Willow road develop- 
ment, the report points out: 

“Willow read must be thought of 
as part of the regional network of 
major streets and highways.... 
The ultimate need for the Willow 
road- Sandhill road thoroughfare 
lies in part in the population that 
will fill in the footihill country be- 
hind Menlo Park and Stanford uni- 
versity in the years ahead... 
LARGE POPULATION 

“Ultimately developed, it is antici- 
pated that the Stanford lands (to 
be developed) wil contain a popula- 
tion of approximately 45,000 people.

“At the present time we are work- 
ing on membership. and are trying 
to collect pertinent facts,” Brown 
explained. ‘One of our problems will 
ke to persuade the planning com- 
mission to give opponents of the 
master plan sufficient time to col- 
lect data which might suggest 
changes in the master plan report.”

The group contends that chang- 
ing the classification to the residen- 
tial classification would result in 
loss of value to the owners.

Svecifically, Brown said, the 
group intends to make studies con- 
cerning the following: 

1. Parking. 

“We have been trying to collect 
data from other communities be- 
ccuse we helieve that there is an 
2a-sumption of standards that is 
net correct. For instance, in this 
area the master plan calls for two 
square feet of parking fer each 
squere foot of commercial space. 

“Numerous types of businesses do 
mot require that much. Too, parking 
time is an important factor. .\ ‘one 
for one’ ratio seems to ke the aver- 
age in other communities.” 

2. Economic life. 

“One of the parts of the plan 
which should be emphasized is the 
clause set up for the determining 
of the “economic life” of existing 
commercial structures which will 
beceme non - conforming if the 
land on which they are situated is 
rezoned for residential use. 

“As near as I can determine, this 
clause is unique and very drastic in 
its implications, Persons owning 
commercial buildings without. coms 
yensation.” 

Brown himself is the owner of 
buildings, “onstruction of . which 
was completed this year, which are 
Gesiened for long economic life.

City Plan 
Procedure 
Is Outlined gy, 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 

Thts far the hearings on the 
preposea master plan for the city 
have generated more heat than 
light. Perhaps mach ef the heat is 
duc te some lack of understanding 
of the precesses involved, and on 
that presumption I'll outiime the 
procedures. 

The prepesed master plan is bas- 
ically the recommendation of the 
planning consultants Wise and Eis- 
ner after almost a year of study, 
and after numerous and lengthy 
study conferences with the city 
planning cemmission. 

The final proposal was prepared 
after consultation with public offi- 
cials in Menlo Park and neighbor- 
ing jurisdictions but without dis- 
cussion with the public. That is now, 
the duty’ of the planning. commis- 
sion. 

The planning commission is hold- 
ing hearings on the various sections 
of thé plan in order tO get the pu- 
blic reaction to it. 

It is-the planning. commission’s 
job to make modifications, dele- 
tions ané@ additions asa result of 
the public hearings, and to re- 
commend to the city council a 
master plan which in the light of 
all information obtained repre- 
sents in the commission’s opinion 
the best plan for the people of 
Menlo Park. 

Even when the commission has 
approved a plan and recommended 
it to the council for adoption, the 
plan is not in effect. 

First, the council must hcld a ser- 
ies of hearings cn the plan similar 
to those held by. the commission; 
The council will hear again any ob- 
jections overruled by the commis- 
sion, together with any suggestions 
for additions and modifications. 

Although the recommendations 
of the commission will carry great 
weight with the council, these 
hearings are not cut and dried. 
The council has disagreed with the 
commission on occasions in the 
past when in its judgment the ap- 
propriate decision was otherwise. 

I point this out to contradict 
some’ individuals who have indi- 


- cated that the council will have a 


closed mind on the subject. 

Only when the plan as modified 
is adopted by ordinance by the coun- 
cil does it have the effect of law. 
There is still open to opponents the 
right of referendum whereby they 
can require that the plan go to a 
vote of the people of the city. 

Even when adopted, many phases 
of the master plan would not auto- 
matically be carried out. 

The zoning plan would, of course, 
be effective. 

The park program would require 
a general obligation bond issue car- 
ried by a two-thirds vote of the peo- 
ple. 

The central business district plan 
would require an assessment district, 
which can be annulled by owners of 
a majority of the property involved. 

The Willow road extension re- 
quires financing not now visible. 


‘The Ringwcod overpass depends on 


a new agreement with the state 
highway commission. 

To those who have attempted to 
contrast themselves with members 
of the planning commission by 
proclaiming that they “work for a 
living,” I would like to point out 
that the commission consists of 
representative businessmen and 
residents of the city who devote 
long hours gratis to commission 
work, and all ef whom “work for 
their living” in addition to their 
public servite.
